A RARE OPERATION. 


A Shawl Pin Removed from a Little 
Child’s Lung. 

{REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Throat Surg- 
eon Thomas Cleary of the Brooklyn 
Throat. Hospital, performed a very rare 
operation last night on a child two and 
one-half years of age. He,removed a 
pin from the left lung, which had 
oe emphysema, or air under® the | 
skin. 

Last Monday the eakide noticed the 
child playing with a shawl-pin two and 
a half inches long, and took it from her, 
but shortly afterwards the child began 
to cough. The doctors made an exam- 
ination, but decided there was no ob-, 
struction in the throat. Tuesday a 
swelling appeared all over the body and 
it was evident that the lung had been 
punctured and air had escaped under 
the skin. Septic-pneumonia also de- 
veloped and it was decided to perform 
an operation. 

Every time the-child breathed the air 
swelled under the skin on the back and 
front of the body. Each succeeding 
examination by the finger had forced 
the pin, which had been swallowed 
head downward, further down the 
bronchial tube, until at the bifurcation, 


; Or separation of the bronchial tube, the 


pin had punctured the right lung. An 
incision two inches long was made and 
the cause of the trouble located. Dr. 
Cleary believes that the child sho Id ul- 
timately recover. A special-instriiment 
made for removing a cork from the 
throat of a minister in: Brooklyn four 
years ago, was used.

THE LATEST PAWTICULARS OF THE 
MINE DISASTER. | 


The Water in the Shafts Reported 
to be Rising—Adjoining Proper- 
ties Abandoned Order to Drain 
Regardless of Disputes. 


- (REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CENTRAL CITY (Colo.,) Aug. 30.— 


Little has been done as yet in regard 


to the mine disaster. Both the Ameri- 
cus and Sleepy Hollow mines are filled 
with .water within four hundred feet 
of the surface and it is steadily rising, 
notwithstanding the fact that 5000 gal- 
lons per hour is being taken out. It is 
believed that & pump will have to be 
put in before any headway can he 
made. It is now known that fourteen 
lives were lost. 

The accident is the result of a dispute 
between the owners of the two mines 
and others adjoining, regarding the ex- 
pense of drainage. The Fisk, Bob Tail 
and Gregory have been abandoned on 
account of the accumulated water and 
the breaking of a partition wall precipi- 
tates this water into the Sleepy Hollow 
and Americus. The State mefallife-ous 
mine inspector today notified the own- 
ers of the last named properties that 
their mines must be at once drained re- 
gardless of the dispute, so that. the 
bodies of the drowned miners may be 
recovered. With the present facilities 
this will take from five to six weeks.

Murder of an Indian by 
‘the Whites. 


Official Reports. Concerning the 
Bannock Trouble, 


Constable His Depu- 
ties Are Charged with 
Conspiracy. 


The District Attorney and a Deputy 
Marshal of Wyoming Make a 
Scathing Arraignment of the © 
Jackson Hole Settlers. 


MEGULAR ASSOCIATED YRESS REPORT, - 

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Aug. 30.— 
The Department of Justice has received 
from the United States District At- 
torney and Marshal of Wyoming the 
official reports of their 
into the Bannock Indian troubles made 
by the direction of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The reports are dated Augu# 23, 
The District Attorney, for Wyoming re- 
ports as follows: 

“T have no doubt whatever that the 
killing of the Indian Temega on or 
about the 13th of July was an atrocious, 
outrageous and cold-blooded murder, 
and it was a murder perpetrated on the 
part of Constable Manning and his dep- 


conspiracy on their part to prevent the 
Indians from exercising a right and 
privilege which is, in my opinion, very 
clearly guaranteed to them by the 
treaty before mentioned.” 

Continuing the report says: “Should 
the prosecution on the part of 
United States be determined upon, it 
would be useless to commence it before 
a commissioner. As the law now is, 
we are bound.to bring the prisoners be- 
fore the United States Commissioner 
nearest to the place of arrest, and in 
this case it will be before Mr. Petti- 
grew, the Commisioner of Marysvale. I 
am informed that he is thoroughly in 
sympathy with the citizens in that 
region, and that he advised the con- 
stable, Manning, and his posse that the 
provisions of the treaty under which 
the Indians claimed the right to hunt 
on the unoccupied lands of the United 
States had, for some reason, ceased to 
be operative. Hence, I think that to 
cause the arrest.of these men and 
take them for hearing before this 
commisioner would simply ‘result in 
their discharge.”’

trouble. The deputy marshal’s report 
says that a careful investigation of the 
whole affair shows that the reports 
made by the so-called settlers charging 
the Indians with wholesale slaughter 
of game for wantonness, or to secure 
the hides of the animals kiiled, have 
been very much exaggerated. 


he says, ‘I visited many portions of 
the district and saw no evidence of 
such slaughter. Lieuts. Gardner, Par- 
ker and Jackson of the Ninth United 
States Cavalry, who conducted scout- 
ing parties of troops through all por- 
tions of Jackson Hole, also found this 
to be the case. On August 12-I visited 
a camp of Bannock Indians, who had 
been on a hunting trip in Jackson Hole. 
The women of the party were preparing 
the meat of seven or eight elk for win- 
ter use and every part of the animal, 
even the brains, entrails and sinews 
were being utilized, either for future 
food supply or a possible source of 
profit, In connection with the trouble 
between the Indians and the whites I 
spent some time in inquiring into the 
causes of the hostility of the Jackson- 
Hole people against the Indians. There 
was little or no complaint among the 
settlers of offensive conduct on the part 
of the Indians. Except in rare instances 
they have kept away from the houses 
‘of settlers and have not been in the 
habit of begging. In no instance has 
there ever been a well-authenticated 
case where a settler has been molested 
by an Indian. 

“The killing of game by Indians and 
by the ‘increasing number of tourist 
hunters threatens to so deplete this re- 
gion of big game—deer, elk, moose, 
etc..—as to jeopardize the occupation 
of the professional guides at Jackson 
Hole. It was decided at the close of 
last season to keep the Indians out of 
that region this year, and the events of 


prepared plans. This was admitted by 
United States Commissioner Pettigrew, 
at Marysvale, and Constable Manning 
said: ‘We knew very well when we 
started in on this thing that -we would 
bring matters to a head. Some one 
was going to be killed, and we decided 
the sooner it was done the better, so 
that we could get the matter before the 
courts.’

“Tf a full investigation of the Jackson 
Hole trouble should be held, the fact

If the truth of the matter 
can be reached it will be found that the 
captors did not care particularly about 
getting their prisoners safely to Marys- 
vale, where the same formality of fin- 
ing them and then having. to let them 
escape would result, but, on the con- 
trary, they tempted the Indians to try 
to escape, first by making them believe 
they were to be sent to jail or hung, 
and then by leading them to believe 
that, if they tried to escape, their horses

He was left on the ground 
where the shooting occurred and re- 
mained there, living on some dried meat 
for ten days. He crawled for three 
nights to reach a ranch of a man 
friendly to the Indians, and was seven- 
teen days without medical attendance.

and so on. These should be elected 
immediately. Individual Irishmen of 
good repute, who indorse the obiects 
of the movement, and who are willing 
to give it their aid, will, we under- 
stand, be admitted to the privileges of 
the floor on recommendation of the sec- 
retary and Committee on Credentials. 

“The railroad managers, east, south 
and west, have agreed to make the 
rates one full fare going to the con- 
vention and a third of a full fare re- 
turning from it, on the certification of 
the secretary. All communications re- 
lating to railroads, hotels and the ar- 
rangements for the coming convention 
should be addressed to John T. Keat- 
ing, secretary of the Executive Com- 
mittee, McCoy’s Hotel, Chicago, All 
communications bearing on the general 
business of the convention itself, infor- 
mation as to eligibility, etce.. should 
be addressed to the acting national sec- 
retary, John P. Sutton, Irish Repub- 
lican office, West Thirteenth street.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. Before the 
close « of the fiscal year it was announced 
that 4 there would be a deficiency in the 
pay of the army for the year ending 
June 30. The situation is very distress- 
ing for a number of men and officers in 
the Department of California. 
Congress, by enactment, struck out 
that portion of the law providing that 
a certain proportion of the pay of en- 
listed men should be retained each 


end of their enlistment. 
Congress made an assured deficiency 
in the pay of the army. In comsequence 
more than $50,000 is now due to officers 
and men, none of which can be paid 
until Congress comes to their relief. 
About $11,000 of this is due to officers, 
all of whom are dependent upon their 
pay for their living, and many are in 
great distress. Secretary Lamont is 
greatly troubled over the _ situation. 
When he first entered national public 
life as private secretary of President 
Cleveland, he was dependent upon his 
salary for his support. During the four

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 30.—Alonzo J, 
Whiteman, formerly mayor of Duluth, 
Minn., ex-member of the Minnesota 
Legislature, ex-banker and ex-million- 
aire, who has dissipated a fortune in a 
few years, was oday sentenced to nine 
years’ imprisonment for forgery. 

After his conviction here for forgery, 
Whiteman obtained an affidavit from 
Chicago purporting to have been signed 
by Frank Dixon, in which Dixon de- 
clares that the check was genuine. The 
check referred to was that passed by 
Whiteman and which was held to be a 
forgery. Counter-affidavits were read 
in court today by the District Attorney, 
who obtained them from Chicago. They 
were the declarations of citizens of 
Chicago and their import was that 
Dixon was either a myth or an accomp- 
lice of Whiteman, One of the affidavits 
was that of Thomas Vallins; superin- 
tendent of Pinkerton’s detective agency, 
who stated that the Dixon affidavit un- 
- doubtedly emanated from the office of 
L. B. French, an attorney, whose of- 
fice was once the headquarters of a 
gang of forgers of which Whiteman 
was the acknowledged leader. French 
was the only man who had stated on 
affidavit that he knew Dixon. : 

An affidavit was also read today from 
Detective William Pinkerton who said 
that he knew Whiteman and that the 
latter was the most plausible liar he 
had ever met and one of the most ac-- 
complished forgers and swindiers in the 
country.. He detailed a number of 
Whiteman’s transactions in which the 
defendant was pictured as a dangerous 
criminal whose particular delight was 
in swindling his friends. Pinkerton 
said that Whiteman is wanted for for- 
gery in Nashville, Tenn., Chicago, Lon- 
don and in the City of Mexico. 

Another affidavit was that of Harry 
Conway, a former associate of the de- 
fendant, who is now serving a term in 
the Joliet penitentiary for a crime com- 
mitted at the instigation of Whiteman. 
Conway stated that he drew a forged 
eheck on the American Exchange Bank 
of $50,000 at the request of Whiteman 
and made it payable to L. B. French. 

Whiteman, who was deserted by his 
attorneys, pleaded his own case. He 
moved that the affidavits be stricken 
from the files on the ground that they 
were irrelevant, immaterial and scan- 
dalous. He said that the detectives 
who had sworn against him were paid 
by his enemies to blacken his character, 
He again protested his innocence and 
moved first for time to procure more 
affidavits as to his good character and 
then for a new trial., Both motions were 
denied, He then said that he had no 
other legal objection to sentence being 
pronounced and it mattered not whether 
his sentence was one year or fourteen 
years ‘as; he would appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. When a sentence for nine 
years had been pronounced Whiteman, 
on his own motion, was granted a stay 
of execution for thirty ays that he 
might prepare his appeal. : : 


“THE SINGLE TAXERS._ 


An Active Campaign Against San. 
Francisce Land-owners, 

(REGULAK ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 30.—The 
Evening Post says that the advocates 
of the single tax, who have become 
particularly aggressive on this Coast 
lately, have discovered a provision of 
law whereby real estate owners may be 
compelled to pay $1,000,000 into the 
treasury unless some action is taken to 
prevent it. 

They have competent attorneys at 
work on the statutes regulating assess- 
ments and taxation, and have discov- 
- ered a Supreme Court decision which 
has been overlooked for years and the 
law unconsciously violated, whereby 
real estate owners in this city have es- 
caped the burden of the increase in the 
assessment roll made by the _ State 
Board of Equalization. | 

Heretofore the valuation fixed by the 
State Board -has controlled the tax for 
municipal purposes when collected on 
the valuation fixed by the County 
Board of Equalization. Under a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court there can 
be but one valuation and the State 
board finally fixes that. All taxes, both 
for. State and county purposes, must 
be levied on that valuation. 

The single-taxers intend to wait till 
the Board of Supervisors has fixed 
the tax levy and then commence suit 
to compel the tax collector to collect 
the rate on the increased valuation of 
the State Board of Equalization, pro- 
viding, of course, a raise is made, and 
it is pretty certain that it will be. If

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 30.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The sweet-wine makers of 
California are preparing to organize a 
syndicate that will be expected to con- 
trol the sweet-wine product of the 
State and secure for manufacturers 
better price. for their output. One 
meeting with this object in view has 
been held and the work of formulating 
a plan for the desired organization is 
now in progress. 

Ever since it has been shown by the 
dry-wine people in the California Wine 
Association that such a syndicate can 
be made successful, the sweet-wine 
makers have been mindful of the ad- 
vantage such a union would be to 
them. Last Monday some of the larg- 
est sweet-wine makers in the State met 
in the rooms of the plage Wine 
Association to discuss #l 
proving the condition of their industry. 
All admitted that something must be 
done to secure better prices and it was 
agreed that the formation of a syndi- 
cate to control the product of the State 
bon accomplish more than any other 


plan. 

While it is true that the demand for 
California sweet wine is rapidly in- 
creasing throughout the Hast and the 
demand about equals the output, the 
manufacturers have not been making 
money. This is due in part to the cut- 
ting of prices that has been going on 
for some time, in addition to the usual 
lack of organized effort to maintain a 
regular price list. 

Last year the sweet-wine men at- 
tempted to remedy the evil by agree- 
ing upon certain prices, but it was not 
successful. The California Wine Asso- 
ciation urged the sweet-wine. people to 
organize, and when they would not do 
so, the association entered the field for 
business. It has a winery at Windsor 
with a capacity for 350,000 gallons of 
sweet wine, 6dne at Sacramiento with a 
capacity for 250,000 gallons, and one at 
Fresno for 450,000 gallons. It has filed 
its bond with the collector of internal 
revenue for making sweet wine this 
season and will be a strong competitor 
unless the proposed syndicate is or- 
ganized. 

_ At a meeting held, L. P. Drexler 
represented the Frenso Vineyard Com- 
pany, George Malloy was there to look 
after his large interests, which are cen- 
tered in Fresno county, and represen- 
tatives were present from the Eisen 
estate, the Barton estate, the Lind Dis- 
tillery Company, the.Los Gatos Wine 
Company and the California Wine As- 
sociation. Those in attendance repre- 


| sented filly three-fourths of the sweet- 


wine makers and everything indicates 
that an agreement will be reached at 
an early date. 


UNWELCOME DONATION. 
A Truck-load of Spoiled Fish for 
the Poor. 
There is one grocer in this fair city 
of Los Angeles who may yet be handed 


down to posterity as the perpetrator of 
one of the. meanest tricks on record, 


| that might have endangered the health 


of many of the poor and helpless who 
are forced to depend upon charity fot 
the necessaries of life. - 

Yesterday a telephone message was 
sent to the Associated Charities from a 
certain small grocer who’ signified his 
desire to become a benefactor to the 
human race by donating a generous 
wagon load of canned fruit to the de- 
serving poor. This fruit would be sent 
at once to the rooms of the Associated 
Charities, if the secretary would send 
an express wagon down for it. 

As the proposed donation was gener- 
ous, and of s which are always use- 
ful, Mr. Stuart thanked the donor cordi- 
ally, and at once dispatched an express- 
man for the fruit. : 

When the man reached the store he 
was sent down to the cellar where he 
found twelve battered and mildewed 
pickle kegs, banded with rusty hoops 
and full of rotton anchovies. This 
choice selection he was told to take up 
to the Courthouse, with the individual 
gift of ten tin cans filled with the same 
savory fish in the same advanced stage 
of decay. 

The expressman was dubious about 
the matter but he had had his orders, so 
he obediently carted his fragrant load 
up-to the castle on the hill, sending in 
word to the Associated Charitiés that 
he had “a wagon-load of the ripest old 
fruit they ever saw.” 

Mr. Stuart went out to investigate, 
took one sniff and then gave the ex- 
pressman general orders to dispose of 
his load as best he could. 

The man was not exactly keen for 
the job, but he clambered into his seat

S. A. Kean of 
Niles, O., bid par, subject to the ap- 
proval of the issue by his attorney.

about 3% per cent premium. The pre- 
mium offered, by the Los Angeles firm 
was $11,862.50. Hayes & Co. were 


awarded the bids, They expressed

A PETRIFIED MAN OR A FAKE. 


A few days ago considerable: excite- 
ment was aroused by the finding,of a 
stone man in the river bed by a man 
named Burnett.

A SCHOOL INJUNCTION. 

An injunction suit has been filed in 
the District Court by Cox & Miller, 
attorneys for. Nathaniel Sharp, against 
the Board of Supervisors, enjoining 
them from levying taxes for the new 
Union High School. The grounds are 
on the _ election whereby the High- 
school district was formed. Twelve dis- 
tricts joined in the petition for an elec- 
tion. Two held no elections; five voted 
against the proposed school and five for 
it. The majority of votes cast was for 
the establishment of the school. The 
question then arose astowhether all 
districts petitioning for an election were 
included in the district, or only those 
favoring the district. The Attorney Gen- 
eral and District Attorney were of the 
opinion that all were included. 

| TAX RATES RAISED. 
- The Territorial Board of Equalization 
has raised the returns from three 
counties. In Maricopa county 10 per 
cent. was raised on town and city 
property, and the same on cattle. Fifty 
per cent. was raised on acreage lands 
of Cochise county, and 250 per cent on 
mules. The reason for the high raise 
in the latter case was because re- 
turns were very low, and it was 
necessary in order to equalize it with 
that of.the rest of the Territory. Yuma 
county was raised 40 per cent. on acre- 
age land; city and town lots 15 per 
cent; improvements 1% per Cent.

ORANGES TO LONDON. It might 
be worth while for the Southern Cali- 
fornia Fruit exchanges to try the ex- 
periment of a, few small shipments of 
navel oranges to London next season. 
The navel orange in its perfected con- 
dition is essentially a product of South- 
ern California. No other section of the 
United States or Europe grows them as 
finely as they are grown here. The fact 
that the growers find a quick market 
at good prices in this country for all 
they raise should not enter as an argu- 
ment against some trial shipments to 
London. The more markets they have 
for their crop, the better prices they 
will get. The Times suggests that each 
of the interior exchanges furnish a 
small consignment next season. The ag- 
gregate would form a respectable ship- 
ment, and two or three such shipments 
would test the demand for the navel 
orange on the English market. Even if 
the growers did not make a fortune out 
of the venture, it might be a matter of 
interest to them to know just what 
could be done.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
FINANCIAL SITUATION. Henry 
Clews & Co., bankers, New York, in 
their last weekly financial review refer 
to the late gold shipments from the 
United States to Europe, saying: 
“For the moment, though called upon 
for unimportant exports of gold, and 
which are more persistent than san- 
guine persons have predicted: yet so 
far the syndicate have compensated 
the treasury for the loss. This relief 
has sustained the hope of the hopeful 
and they persist in hoping on, but we 
cannot afford to ignore the fact that 
this help is wholly artificial, that in a 
certain sense it is purely gratuitous; 
that it may be discontinued at any mo- 
ment, and that it certainly must sooner 
or later come to an end. With conserv- 
ative men this is a position of affairs 
that can only produce a degree of cau- 
tion and reservation, and not the less so 
because in the*event of the syndicate 
withdrawing their support, the treas- 
ury could and would replenish its stock 
of gold by issuing another fifty mil- 
lions of bonds.. For another loan would 
carry the inference that the fiscal dis- 
ease is so stubborn that it might run 
on ad infinitum, with consequent per- 
petual borrowing and all the derange- 
ments that would liow. All this is 
most unfortunate, and the more so be- 
cause it seems a needless prolongation 
of the trouble, for none will doubt that 
if the treasury and the banks wauld 
formally confer with a view to restor- 
ing their mutual exchanges’ of gold to 
something approaching the relations 
existing before 1893, the gold movement 
would fall into its old ruts and the 
danger of treasury drains would be 
ended. If this cannot be done, the 
case is hopeless, and it is’the most dis- 
couraging feature in the whole situa- 
tiom that, at least so far as appear- 
ances go, there is as yet no movement 
toward this form of settlement.

way so long as there is no attempt to 
grapple -with this radical disruption of 
nancial powers—the treasu 
clearing-house.”’

HOME PRODUCTS FOR HOME USE. 


The Chicago Tribune of Saturday, 
August 24, contained an _ editorial 
article, which is republished herewith, 
reflecting upon some of the methods 
that are being employed at the present 
time to promote the industries of Cali- 
* fornia. In order that the point which 
the Tribune seeks to make may be 
- fully understood, the article is printed 
infull. It is as follows; 
“A number of merchants and produc- 
* ers in California have banded together 
with the avowed object of ‘building up 
the industries of the State.’ Mass- 
meetings have been held in San Fran-’ 
cisco, Stockton, Oakland, San Jose and 
Santa Cruz for the promotion of the 
movement. Ata recent meeting of the 
association in San Francisco it was de- 
© cided to incorporate, and one speaker 
> claimed that the association numbered 
> 1100, representing $40,000,000 of capital 
and employing 45,000 men. He said 
that in the last few months they have 
‘saved’ for the State of California 
more than a million dollars in con- 
tracts which, but for their action; 
would have gone to parties in the East. 
He said Gov. Budd has promised the 
association that hereafter California 
supplies .will be used in all State in-. 
stitutions. 
- “The proceedings at this and other 
reported meetings indicate that there 
is a movement on foot in California to 
practically boycott everything manu- 
factured in the East; and that it is 
gaining ground. The extent to which 
it is approved may be open to question, 
but there can be no doubt as to the 
resent advocacy of this latest em- 
iment of . State rights, which 
has for. its slogan ‘California for. 


the manufacturers of California, pro- 
to ‘work” the people under cover 
of this narrow conception. of State 
me. loyalty. They want to sell all they 
can to the people of other States,..but' 


buy nothing from the others in return. 
“It seems not to have occurred to 
those people that if they succeed in 
putting an embargo on everything 
from the East they may, unwittingly, 
overreach themselves by including in 
the embargo eastern capital and east- 
ern immigration, both of which are 
much desired by dwellers on the Pa- 
cific Slope. Evidently they have. not 
stopped to think what would be the 
consequénce to themselves of a retalia- 
tory policy under which the people of 
all the other States should refuse to 
admit to their. markets the fruits, 
wines and other products of California. 
Yet this is what they might legiti- 
mately expect if their State persisted 
in its policy of exclusion, and is what 
they would deserve. In the absence of 
information to the contrary, it is fair 
to presume that they do not contem- 
plate the passing of laws formally dis- 
criminating against the products of 
other States, as that would make seri- 
' ews trouble for themselves with ‘the 
general government. Hence no re- 
taliatory laws would be called for in 
the different States. But the people of 
California may depend upon it that if 
it be once known they are practicing 
® policy of exclusion as a result of per- 
sonal influence or otherwise they will 
find that more than ‘two can + at 
the game,’ and probably will discover. 
that they have made a huge mistake 
ae in trying to isolate themselves in one 
ma airection but not in the other. /It 
be a bad thing for the fruit- 
«growers and wine-makers of California 
= a0 discover that they had cut off all but 
the California market for their prod-

There is no sentiment about the mat- 
ter. It is purely and solely a matter of 
business expediency, and will always 
so remain. Neither Chicago, nor any 
other city or section of the East, will 
purchase a dollar’s worth of California 
fruit or other product as a matter of 
sentimental reciprocity. The East will 
buy California products because it 
wants them, and finds it advantageous 
to buy them. California will buy such 
eastern products as it needs on a like 
basis, 


But California will not always find it 


advantageous to purchase in the East 


certain manufactured. articles which 
can as well be produced here as any- 
where. We have materials in abuynd- 
ance for certain classes of manufacture. 
We have the workers needing employ- 
ment, and we have ample power going 
to waste in our mountain streams. 
Has Chicago, or any other city or sec- 
tion of the East, any just cause for 
complaint because we propose to de- 
velop our great resources? Is it not 
foolish for us to buy abroad those 
things which we can as well produce 
at home? 

It is true that advice has been given 
by the press to the people /of this State 
to purchase California products in 
preference to imported wares, in cases 
where quality and price are equal. Is 
there anything wrong in this? The 
purpose is to encourage home produc- 
tion, which means the employment of 
home labor, and, the larger prosperity 
of our people, Surely this is a 
patriotic and praiseworthy aim. Chi- 
cago has “no kick coming” on this 


| score. Every progressive community, 


section and State should have similar 
aims, to the end that its domestic en- 
terprise may be encouraged and its in- 
dustries built up. The nearer producer 
and consumer are brought together, as 
a general proposition, the better it will 
be for both. The more prosperous the 
people of California become, the better 
will they be able to purchase such 
articles as they need which can be 
more advantageously produced in the 
East or elsewhere, And under such 


conditions, no city in the Union will 


benefit more from the California trade 
than will Chicago, : 
The Chicago Tribune is too sensitive 
about this matter, and altogether too 
bumptious withal in stating its view 
of the case. The movement referred to 
is not intended to “‘boycott” or injure 
any other section. It is purely a move- 
ment to promote home industries and 
to aid in developing our vast and 
varied resources.

Let 
them clearly understand that they have 
got something to sell which everybody 
wants to buy and that they can sell it 
at prices which will enable the buyers 
to make an immense saving on their 
present expenditure for fuel. If the 
producers here find thy cannot, at this 
distance from San Francisco, make 


their own pipe line and plant and ship 
the. oil to San Francisco on their own 
account. They will not have it there 
twenty-four hours before the manufac- 
turers of that city will be tumbling 
over one another in their eagerness to 
get it. The moment some manufactur- 
ers begin using it others in tne same 
line will have to or go out of business, 
because nomatter how cheaply they buy 
coal, they will never be able to buy it 
s0 low as to permit them to compete 
against their rivals who use oil. It has 
been proven so here; it will prove the 
same there, There is no necessity for 
the Los Angeles men to throw them- 
selves into the arms of the San Fran- 
cisco men, but it may be necessary for 
them to build their own plant and ship 
their own oil, and in this way through 
their exchange control their own ir- 
dustry.

THE CITY HALL. 


A Social Evil Policy Was Agreed 
Upon Yesterday. 


There will very shortly be a shaking 
among the dry bones and other kinds 
of bones on Alameda street, where the 
institution styled the social evil is to 
be found in hideous mien. 

The high board fence, which has be- 
come a byword throughout the city, 
will be torn. down, the abandoned 
women will be removed from the street, 
and Chief Glass will be instructed to 
prod up his officers to enforce the laws 
against soliciting, and other features 
of the business, which are peculiarly 
objectionable and which can be treated 
in a way to admit of a certain amount 
of reformation. 

This course of action was decided 
upon yesterday afternoon at a secret 
session held in the Mayor's office, in 
which Councilmen Munson, Stockwell, 
Ashman, Savage, Kingery and Teed 
and Police Cimmissioners Cook, Bar- 
ham and Wirsching participated. Three 
of the Councilmen named are members 
of the Board of Public Works, but the 
questions to be discussed in this secret 
session were deemed of such impor- 
tance that the board adjourned for the 
afternoon. and postponed its business 
until today. The deliberations began 
at 3 o’clock and continued until after 
4, behind locked doors. Reporters were 
not, of course, admitted, but The 
Times, by its superior carrier-pigeon 
service, is enabled to give its readers 
an exact synopsis of all that occurred. 
The social-evil question was discussed 
at length, and the Councilmen’ and 

B Were practically unan- 
imous in thefr ideas as to ita regula- 
tion. It was decided to remove the 
women from Alameda street to a less- 
frequented thoroughfare, but, while 
other localities for their settlement 
were discussed, such as Sonoratown 
and the district east of the present 
quarters, no decision was arrived at in 
the matter. That will be settled later 
on, The famous fence on Alaméda 
street will be torn down very soon, as 
the fence is built on private property 
the city cannot, of course, order its re- 
moval, but, by a gentler method of 
moral suasion, the owner of the fence 
will become convinced that, in the in- 
terests of morality and decency, its re- 
moval is imperative. Then, too, the 
question of the violation by liquor deal- 
ers of the Sunday-closing ordinance 
-was discussed at length, Commission- 
er Barham expressing himself very em- 
phatically in favor of revoking 
nently the license of any saloon-keeper 
proved guilty of this misdemeanor. 

At 4:30 the participants in the secret 
session filed out from the Mayor’s pri- 
vate office, and apparently separated to 
go their respective ways, homeward 
and hotel-ward, but the.separation was 
a simple blind, intended to throw in- 
quisitive persons off the trail. A Times 
reporter was given to understand that 
interesting things might be seen if the 
sécret-session people were followed, and 
straightway the reporter hied him to 
the street, and, after devious windings 
and turnings, discovered himself back 
of the famous fence on Alameda street. 
in the midst of an even dozen Council- 
men and Commissioners, who, it seems, 
had adjourned sine die to meet on Ala- 
meda street, where the seat of trouble 
exists. 

Under the leadership of Councilman 
Savage a thorough inyéstigation was 
made of the entire district..Some strik- 
ing scenes were looked.upon by the 
party, and expressions intimating that 
reformation of some sort would be car- 
ried out, were very plentiful. A’ very 
‘plague spot was found by the officials 
at the junction of Los Angeles and Ala- 
meda@ streets, in a wedge-shaped cor- 
ner, secreted from the street. A note 
was made of this place, and it will 
doubtless be closed up at once. The 
property leased by Ballerino to. his 
daughter for immoral purposes was also 
visited. This has been.fenced off from 
the remainder of the cribs, and is only 
second in point of objectionableness to 
the houses at the junction referred to. 

There is no question but that the evil 
will receive prompt, and, in a measure, 
efficacious treatment at the hands of 
the city authorities, and, while the pro- 
cess of relieving the more hideous and 
revolting features of the business ma 
be somewhat slow in its action, yet if 
the municipal officials who yesterday 
inspected the haunts of. vice may be 
believed, the process ‘will be sure. At 
any rate, the friction which existed be-

TEMPORARY INSUNCTION GRANTED 


Check Put Upon the Traction Com- 
pany’s Proceedings. 

.The proposed opening of the new 
electric street railway has received a 
sudden check in the shapé of a restrain- 
ing Order granted by Judge Clark in 
response to a petition presented by the 
Los Angeles Railway Company. 

.-The older corporation alleges that it 
has for a long time been monarch of all 
it surveyed, as far as running an elec- 
tric street: rail over certain streets 
was concerned. The Los Angeles Trac- 
tion Company is, on the contrary, a 
parvenu, a corporation created and ex- 
isting under the laws of the State of 
Illinois, and it is now engaged in play- 
ing on its neigh s sidewalk to.the ex- 
tent of constructing a street railroad, 
to be operated by electricity, from a 
point on Santa Fe avenue, opposite the 
passenger depot of the Santa Fe Rail- 
road Company, thence southerly along 
Santa Fe avenue to Third street, thence 
westerly along Third to Main street. 
Moreover, the Traction company has 
evinced an intention of helping itself 
to its rival’s track along Santa Fe 
avenue from the depot to Third street, 
thence westerly along Third street to 
the intersection of Stevenson avenue, 
Third and Second streets, and also of 
interfering with 'the overhead construc- 
tion of the older railroad. e 

The Los Angeles Railroad Company 
alleges-that the Traction Company, in, 
order to use the tracks of the plaintiff 
corporation, will be obliged to cut the 
rails and construct a connection there- 
with, and that the defendant fully in- 
tends’ to carry this into effect, as well 
as to place upon the tracks such 
switches and turnouts as will seriously 
interfere with the use of the railroad 
and overhead construction alreddy in 
existence and constant use. 

Therefore, an injunction was prayed 
for, to restrain the Traction Company 
from connecting the track of their rail-

Crops and: Markets. 

There has been no pafticular move- 
ment of interest in the produce market 
during the past week. Prices have 
been fair for almost.al]..products, but 
there has been no ‘pafticiilar rush “to 
buy, and on the other hand sellers are 
inclined to hold off'and wait for better 
prices, except in the case of perishable 
products, where they are forced to take 
the best price they can get. 

In the dried-fruit market northern 
growers are supplying the demand. 
The Commercial Bulletin of Los Ange- 
les has the following to say in regard 
to the dried-fruit market: 

“At San Jose the best prunes are of- 
fered freely at 4 cents for four sizes. 
At Fresno choice peaches are to be had 
at about the same figure. Even down 
here, where growers seem to entertain 
so extravagant cpinions as to values, 
the best apricots are offered at 8 cents. 
These would have been taken quickly 


_a few weeks since at 9 amd 9% cents, 


but now no one seems 
goods even at 8 cents. We learn of a 
few cars ‘of peaches and a few of 
prunes being shipped out on consign- 
ment, but learn of no sales being msde 
in any kind.” 


For raisins the ruling prices are such 
as would have caused consternation in 
the ranks of raisin-growers a few years 
ago. From Fresno it is announced that 
2 cents a pound in the sweat boxes is 
offered for the new crop. Forty dollars 
a ton for dried grapes is certainly low 

enough and unless the market is_ex- 
tended before long it will probably be 
in order for growers to turn their at- 
tention to other products. K 

Southern California beans are com- 
ing into market, that is to say, the 
small white variety. In a week or ten 
days the lima bean will be ripe. The 
crop promises to be the largest ever 
harvested. Eastern buyers are already 
looking over the market. oe 

The potato market is in about the 
Same condition as for several’ weeks 
past. For good qualities there ‘s a 
Steady demand, but poor potatoes are 
hard to sell at any price. 


The wine harvest is now under way, 
and the wine men are looking forward 
anxiously to the prospects for the com- 
ing season. iIn.a recent issue the Ex- 
aminer had the following to say in re- 
gard to the outlook for the vineyards 
in the northern part of the State: 


“All of the vineyardists say that the 
outiook for the vineyards, to say the 
least, is far from encouraging. They 
point to Napa county as ‘an example. 
Time was when the name of Napa 
county was synonymous almost with 
wine production. Yet it is believed by 
the wine-makers that in two years 
more Napa county.-will ceas2 to be a 
leading factor in the production of dry 
wines. The vineyards of the entire val- 
ley, except in isolated instances, are 
infected,‘and almost a quarter of the 
present acreage is pulled out each year, 
the vines being dying or dead. ca 

“Sonoma county is in little better 
state. <All of the old vineyards in the 
Sonoma Valley are gone, except where 
resistant vines are planted. The I.o0s 
Guilicos and Bennett Valley vineyards 
are dying and a center of infection has 
developed around Geyserville. 

‘“Santa Clara county, today the larg- 
est producer of dry wines in California, 
is attacked in many points. The vine- 
‘yards on the east side of the valley are 
very badly infected; on the west side 
of the valley. where the bulk of the 
wines afte made, the insect has ap- 
peared at many points. 
“phe Alameda county vineyards about 
the Mission San Jose district are Se- 
verely attacked. Within the past few 
“weeks the insect has been discovered 
in the Livermore Valley, a section that 
has hitherto been supposed to be free 
from attack, while in Contra Costa 
county the pest has gained a foothold. 

“The vineyardists, it is true, can pull 
out the infected vines, which come in

spots, and replant with resistant, but. 


it will take a matter of five or six years 


ia get the vineyard in good shape again, 


afréall in all, it cannot be said to be an 
encouraging situation. Nevertheless a 
considerable acreage will be set out in 
vineyards this winter, the first time for 
seven years, and this will all be in re- 
sitant vines. It will require = five 
to seven years before any large crop 
will be obtained from these new vine- 
yards and in the meantime the wine- 
makers and shippers do not look for 
any larger annual crops than that of 


- this year.” 


For dairy products there has been an 
exccllent demand during the past week 
and producers feel quite encouraged. 
Those who produce a fine quality of 
butter have had no difficulty of dispos- 
ine of it at top prices. ‘The tendency 
in Southern California is more and more 


to adopt the creamery plan, and in con- 
sequence the butter on the market Is 
af much hetter grade than it was for- 


merly. 


Walnuts. 

The so-called English walnut-is a 
tree that has rapidly come to the front 
in Southern California during the past 
fovr or five years. There is one asso- 
ciation just south of Los Angeles city, 
nt Rivera, which shipped last season 
-ever one hundred carloads of walnuts. 
At the interesting convention of wal- 
nut-growers, the first ever held in the 
T'nited States, which met in the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce last 
week and was fully reported in The 
‘Simes, considerable divergence of opin- 

“jon was developed among the growers 
as to the details of the industry. One 
‘grower. who raised walnuts on adobe 
land and irrigated, said that his prod- 
uct was fully equal to that which was 
raised at Rivera. He was strongly in 
favor of irrigation. 

The next speaker, who came from 
Santa Barbara county, took direct is- 
gue with the former on the subject of 
irrigation, except during the first few 
years after planting. He thought that 
sandy loam was better than adobe. 
This same speaker gave the preference 
to hard-shell nuts, saying that the soft- 
shell was a short-lived tree as com- 
pared with the other, and he attribu- 
ted its short career largely to irriga- 
tion. He cited the life of the walnut, 
with its five to six hundred years of 
age in France, Italy, Spain, Persia and 
other countries, with its comparatively 
short life here, and then went on to

fruit under ten years from planting 
from the seed; in Spain fourteen years, 
and in France they think they are do- 
ing well if they get a crop in sixteen 
years. planted from the seed; while in 
‘Southern California the tree is forced 
by unnatural irrigation to give a crop 
in eight years or less. He said the cli- 
mate was precocious enough without 
adding thereto other inciting proper- 
tfes. _ Before concluding his remarks 
he again referred to hard-shells and 
‘soft-shells, and said that already in his 
grove the latter were giving unmis- 
takable signs of premature death. 
Some of them had died when 9 years 
old, and had been replaced, and the old- 
est of’ them, which were 16 years, al- 
though bearing splendidly, were dying 
by dozens, and the only _ reason for it— 
the only one he could sée or find—was 
that the tap root had struck water and 
had commenced to rot. 
that caused the top branches to die. 
The stroke of death seemed to g0 
straight from the foot to the head. As 
a walnut-grower, and one largely in- 
terested in their success in Southern 
California, he advised all ti .se who 
were about to plant walnuts t examine 
carefully their subsoil, am. if there 
was any possibility of the tap root 
reaching water to plant sometzing else.

he had sixty acres in walnuts varying 
in age from 30 years down to 1 year, 
which did well up to 20 years of age, 


He investigated and found that the 
| roots of those trees which were decay- 
ing had struck water. This seemed to 
corroborate what the Santa Barbara 
grower had said. Another grower from 
| Santa Barbara spoke of the relative 
merits from his experience, of the hard- 
Shell and the softshell walnuts. He 
said there were really two kinds of 
soft shells, ane of which he termed the 
“improved soft shell.” He could not 
account for this latter variety, which 
he said was growing in his grove, un- 
less it be that the pollen of the soft- 
shell while in blossom was blown to the 
blossom of the hard-shell, or vice versa. 
He went on to say that this improved 
soft shell was a superior nut in every 
respect to either of the other two va- 
rieties. At eight years of age they had 
given him an average of sixty-four 
pounds of nuts to the tree, and at 14 
years of age had yielded an average of 


| 150 pounds to the tree. He had never 


lost one of the trees, and they had car- 
ried a full crop every year since they 
had begun to bear. 
One of the speakers urged walnut- 
growers to be careful of over-doing the 
industry, but there seems to be no dan- 
ger of this for many years to come. The 
supply is far behind the present de- 
mand, and even the improved varieties 
of wainuts which take a good many 
years before they come into bearing. 
The industry is undoubtedly destined 
to become a very important one. The 
walnut has many advantages over 
other trees that are raised in-Southern 
California orchards. The fruit is gath- 


not necessary that it should be mar- 
keted immediately, as the nuts will 
keep for quite a considerable time after 
they have been gathered. 


A writer in the San Francisco Chron- 


valuable informatfon regarding the 
Mexican chile and the uses to which it 
may be put: 


An imdustry which should recom- 
mend itself to the horticulturists orf 
California is the cultivation of the Mex- 
ican chile, which, in its prepared state, 


There is no reason why the product 
of Mexico should be imported into 
America when California can raise 
enough of the chile fruit to supply the 
world and turn in this direction the 
money now paid to Mexico for the im- 
ported product. 

The Mexican chile, or pepper, is used 
all over the world, and its cultivation 
at the present time is mostly confined 
to Mexico, though a small quantity is 
raised in Southern Spain. Long before 
the Spaniards conquered Mexico it was 
cultivated by the inhabitants, and the 
luscious tamale, together with chile 
con carne (chile and corn) were the de- 
light of Mexican epicures on account 
of the piquancy and flavor caused by 
the use of the chile pepper. Many of 
the Indians in Mexico today subsist 
solely upon maize mixed with the chile 
pepper. 

The use of chile pepper in the United 
States is very general, and it may sur- 
prise m&anhy persons to know that the 
exports from .Mexico last year of the 
dry fruit of the chile tree was nearly 
one-third of the crop raised in the re- 
public, which crop was valued at over 
$2,000,000. 

The chile should thrive well in Cali- 
fornia, for it will grow best wherever 
the grape.and olive can be cultivated. 

The chile pepper is valuable not only 
as an article of food, but also as a 
tonic and stimulant for the stomach. 
In certain cases of dyspepsia it is the 
only stimulant the stomach is able to 
bear, while in cases of colds, hoarse- 
ness and scarlet fever it proves most 
valuable, as it promotes a free dis- 
charge of mucus and phlegm. 

As an article of food it is most valu- 

able, All the large pickling works in 

the world utilize the chile pepper for 

seasoning the various kinds of pickles 

pet pon the market, while it forms an 
ngredient of 

dressings for salads. 

An ordinary tomato salad woul : 
rejected by an epicure if it jg 
contain chile peppers. It would be dif- 
ficult to find a first-class restaurant 
which did not have upon its tables. the 
vinegar bottles containing the chile 
and also the red-pepper box. In ‘the 
Hast, where the consumption of oysters 
is very large, nearly every bivalve is 
consumed after a dash of the chile 
sauce or the red-pepper powder has 
been dropped upon it. It is also pre- 
ferred by many persons in flavoring 
fish to the prepaired anchovy sauce. 

As a seasoning it can be used with 
roast meats in preference to the caper 
sauce, which usually accompanies a 
roast of mutton, 

The Latin races prefer to have their 
food ‘highly spiced, and the chile pep- 
per is used as regularly at meal time 
as an American uses salt in partaking 
of boiled eggs. 

Many persons are not favorably im- 
pressed by the acrid taste of the chile, 
but it improves upon acquaintance, and 
its frequent use becomes a pleasure 
and delight,

of the chile raised in Santa Clara and 


Santa Cruz counties which are declared 


by authorities to be finer than any of 
the kind raised in Mexico. 

The chile trée is most prolific in its 
growth and resembles the tomato in its 
fecundity.. It requires but very little 
attention, and when the fruit matures 
can be shipped at a small cost, as It 
takes up but little space. The peppers 
of the pods when ground up form the 
of commerce, 
and command a good price in all the 
markets of the world. 

The famous tabasco sauce manufac- 
tured in Louisiana has for its chief in- 
gredient the red pepper, which is im- 
ported from Mexico. California can 
raise enough fruit and vegetables to 
supply the whole of the United States, 
but the difficulty is to find a ready mar- 
ket for the products. 

The cultivation of the chile and the 
preparation of red pepper would cer- 


tainly repay the horticulturist, for the 


product, unlike fruit, does not depend 
upon an immediate market. 


The writer of this article is evidently 
a stranger to Southern Californig, cr 
he would know that the chile isan im- 
portant production of this section; that 
every Mexican family in the country 
raises sufficient for home consumption 
and a little for sale; also that the culti- 
vation of the chile for shipment to the 
northern part of the State and the East 
in winter is quite an important indus- 
try. For green chiles shipped from the 
frostless belt of the Cahuenga Valley 
about Christmas time as much us 65 
cents per pound has been paid in the 
San Francisco market. At the same 


time there is no doubt that there is 
room for considerable extension of this 
industry. The eastern market would 


take a good deal more of the palatable 
chile than we are sending it at present. 


How much yard room should be given 
a. flock of fowls is a subject worth con- 
sidering thoughtfully. There is no doubt 


but that absolutely free range is the 


best, if one physical 
condition of the foWls only, and ab- 
solutely free range is nature’s way; 
but fowls that have absolutely free 
range lay but few eggs, much of their 
physical energy being given to the 
ranging.

(Poultry and Stock Review:) Strong, 
stimulating food has a tendency to dis- 
organize the stomach and produce indi- 
gestion. 

Better results can be obtained by 
giving a warm feed in the morning and 
warm water to drink. 

Gather the eggs in winter as soon as 
possible after they are laid to prevent 
them from getting frozen. 

Milk in any form is both meat and 
drink for laying hens, as it contains 
constituents of the white or albumen 

Poor land is well adapted to the poul- 
try business. 

A little linseed (oilcake) meal—say a 
tablespoonful to each adult bird three 


times a week—will help to add gloss to’ 


the plumage. 

Irregular feeding is thought to be 
the cause of many disorders among 
fowls. 

Poultry-raising is on the increase as 
farmers get better acquainted with the 
industry. 


The lack of positive knowledge con- 
cerning dairying causes more failures 
than anything else. Dairying properly 
conducted by experienced men is profit- 
able. A great many assume that some 
land, and a certain number: of cows, 
will make a farmer independent in the 
dairy business. But these are only the 
raw material of the industry, and how 


to handle them is never learned by 
some. 


Methods of Milking. 


(American Cultivator:) To get good 


results-from a cow it is necessary to 
keep her in a quiet, contented condition 
at the time of milking. This end is ac- 
complished best, it seems to me, by al- 
ways feeding the cow at that time. 
Many do not want cows to eat then, 
claiming that they will give attention 
to giving down the milk better if not 
fed; but if they give attention, I think 
they are more likely to give it in the 
wrong direction—toward holding up the 
flow. But, whatever plan is followed, a 
constant and regular method will prove 
more satisfactory than irregularity. 
Rapid milking may be as injurious as 
slow milking. A moderate, careful per- 
son will get all the milk there is. In 
cases of diseases of or accidents to the 
udder, great care must be exercised not 
to worryythe cow, and with this care 
and allowing double time for milking, 
the worst case of ordinary udder trou- 
bles can be handled. Always speak to 
a cow before sitting down to her,,as, if 
she is startled, her only refuge’is to 
jump or kick. ae |

Guernseys. 


(Farm News: There is do doubt some 
relationship betwene the Guernseys and 
the Jerseys, as both are bred in the 
Channel Islands but the two. breeds 
have been kept apart and bred to a 
different ideal for so long a time that 
they differ somewhat in shape and 
color. The uernseys are yellow in 
color with white markings, often, and 
are slightly larger than the Jerseys. 
They give milk that rivals that of the 
Jerseys in richness, and it is very uni- 
form in quality. They are not as ner- 
vous as the Jerseys; being much qui- 
eter in disposition. They are not very 


numerous in this country, as yet, but 


are gaining in favor, and there are 
some noted herds, among which is that 
of Gov. Morton of New York at his fa- 
mous Ellerslie Farm, where milk and 
butter are handled in the most perfect 
manner and at a profit.

‘NO SYMPATHETIC BOYCOTT. 


Chinatown Declares Against an Ex- 
tension of See Yup Hostilities., 

Chinatown, up to the present time, 
has asserted itself as opposed to sym- 
pathetic strikes, or boycotts, either for 
that matter. Because the members of 
the See Yup and Sam Yup societies in 
San Francisco no longer speak as they 
pass by is declared to be no reason why 
the members of those societies in this 
city should not eat rice together. 

The dispatches a few days ago, it will 
be recalled, announced that hostilities 
had broken out in San Francisco be- 
tween the Sam Yup and See Yup socie- 
ties, with the result that the members 
of the latter had declared a boycott 
against the merchants who were mem- 


| bers of the former, The result was that 


the merchants in question were being 
nearly driven out of business. 

It was thought that the boycott might 
be extended to this city, and, with a 
view to finding out, a Times reporter 
made some inquiries about it yesterday. 
While the statements made by various 
Chinamen did not in all respects agree, 
yet it was to be observed the opinion 
prevailed that the boycott would not 
be taken up here. 

About 80 or 90 per cent. of all the 
Chinamen in this city, it was stated be- 
long to the See Yup Society, and there 
are oniy six merchants to be found 
among the ranks of the Sam Yups. A 
few days ago a letter was received from 
San Francisco, urging that posters be 
put up calling. upon the See ¥ups to 
boycott the Sam Yups. Nothing was 
done about it, and the question has 
been allowed to rest.

The Nevada Southern to be Revived. 
Not a Southern Pacific Appoint- 
ment—The Case of the Great 
Northern—Other Railroad News, 


The fact that the courts have ordered 
the foreclosure sale of the Nevada 
Southern Railroad, as first reported 
Thursday from San Bernardino, and 
yesterday from this city in similar ac- 
tion, is looked upon as significant and 
most important for the welfare of that 
property. It is understood that the 
principal creditor will buy in the road 
and extend it to a section that will yield 
much traffic and eventually to a con- 
mection with a road from Salt Lake City: 
and will thus become a link in another 
transcontinental line. There are great 
possibilities in store for the Nevada 
Southern road to realize which nothing 
is necessary but good management and 
the expenditure of money. 

SANTA FE PRESIDENT. 

CHICAGO, Aug, 30.—The Daily News 
says that Edward T. Jeffrey, president 
and general manager of the Denver and 
Rio Grande, it is understood, will be 
president of the reorganized Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe. About a year 
ago J. W. Reinhart resigned the presi- 
dency, and senior receivership of the 
company. Since that time the receivers 
and officials have managed’ the line 
without a president. Jeffrey has all his 
life been connected with railroads.

not given the matter, as far as I know, 
a single moment’s consideration.

GREAT NORTHERN. 

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) Aug. 30.—The 
Pearsall case, involving the Great 
Northern-Northern Pacific deal and 
hundreds of millions of dollars, was still 
argued in the United States Court be- 
fore Judge Sanborn today. The Judge 
called attention to the counsel to the 
fact that the Great Northern proposed 
to buy one-half the stock of the reor- 
ganized Northern Pacific as well as 
make .a traffic arrangement and gave 
consideration for this purchase as 
guaranty of stock. The court could not 
see what other view could be taken of 
the position. The question seemed to 
the court to be “Could the Great North- 
ern buy the stock of this company?” 
And it seemed to the court that the 
Great Northern was acting in contra- 
vention of law when it proposed to do 
this. Counsel Groves for the Northern 
argued that his arrangement did not 
give the Great Northern ownership or 
control within meaning of prohibitive 


statutes. The case is still being argued.
